IIL. Conclusion, 


The disciplo, addressing the lcacher who had 
taught Tum these doctemes, put to him the following 
question ~~ 

“TE these twonly-oight primitive substances cons 
stitute a man’s sol{-hood 1 can only be necossney fr 
him to exish mono condition’ alone, uninely, 
in the form of Tho onmiscient one; thera ean be 
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no necessity for an oxistonco external to himsolf 
im the form of The lord,! the Ilusion, and tho 
fivo olements: or olsco, on the other hand, af 
these vonty-cight pumitive substances are in icalily 
extornal to himself they must always continuo ex- 
tornal to him, and therefore thoy cannot constitute 
his self-hood. This doctrine, thon, that they are at 
the samo time the man’s sclf-hood and also exter- 
nal to him 1s a self-contyadiction, hke the midmght 
su of the fable,” . 

To this objection the teacher 1ephed .as follows :— 

“Wo speak of a man’s solf-hood in two distinct 
senses: in tho one case we speak of that self-hood 
in thd stuct meaning of tho word, but in tho 
other mercy by way of adaptation to circumstances. 
When we speak of The ommsciont ono being that 
solf-lood, we sperk in tho strict senso, and without 
ay admixtmo of metaphor. But whon wo speak 
of theso twenty-oight cxtornal things bging that self- 
hood, wo spoak wnder tho influence of infumity, 
just as when wo mustake a iubbing post on tho 
rond-side for # man, or a ropo for a snake, in fatob 
wo do nol speak tho stich truth, 

Whuoforo, ho that comprehonds the complex doc- 
, lrino respecting thoso seyon primifive substancos 
which, while ho was in a state of ignorance, he 
“believed did not constitute his self-hood; and tho 
rvomuining bwenty-cight primitive subslences which, 
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when he hid attuned that knowledge, he ascor- 
tuned did nob constituto lus solf-hood, namely the 
whole thity-five primitive substances, togethor with 
their attubntes md ovidonees; he thet eloarly wns 
deistands the fact that, just as while ho wom the 
act of contomplating this ortanged truth ho is 
himeolf distinct from it, so also is he equally dis. 
timet from those primiive substanecs when he is 
in the act of contemplating thom,—that that very 
Knowledge is the solf hood and constitutes in  ilsolf 
the thirty stath pumitive substance,-—that that Inowe 
lodge is wself the state of beatitude »—this man is 
a bea ified sont. 


On the other hand, the ignosant mon, who is 
unable to disimguish between these things, and to 
comprehend that tho deity himself is his very self. 
hood, and that thoso thirty-five mimitive substances 
sic forcign to hinself, is hke the man who, though 
the bondage of selfeonsaiotsicss, fancies the ane. 
tics of his wifo and fawly to bo his own prasonul 
anx‘elics, and who, fools ly cstoer ing the fuuetions 
of the dwonty-cight primilive substances to be his 
own propor duty, beeomes bound with the infil 
and moiitorous deeds wlich those twonty-ciglt sub. 
stances have acc stled, and though this inlato- 
ation becomes invalved also, on account of those 
retvibulablé thmgs, in the world of birtha and deatha 
with all the'r accomp mying evils, | 
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The wise mau, who clemly perceives thal the 
deity 1s his own self-hood, and that tho thirty-five 
primitive substances are not so, is freed fom the chains 
of self-consciousnass ; ho is free also from his original 
infatnation, foresmuch as he knows foe certain 
that the functions of the twenty cight substances 
mc not his own functions, and that the things 
which mo oxpericnced by those twenty eight sub. 
stances aro not his own experiences: he is, more- 
over, fice fiom all retibution, foyasmuch as he is, 
delivered fron the siuful and meutorions decds which 
those twenty cight substances had accu uulited: and 
therefore he 15 become a beatificd ore, fiee from 
the wold of buths and deaths, and such hike ‘evils, 
and is in fit the daty itself, 

This man it as that the six shaslrams call a 
Doatifiod soul, a man of imprognable wisdom, ono 
who has neither caste, noi relat onships, no 
human attiibutes, m short, 2 Brahmi ”
